Your ‘Unele 
Jones’ dont do that sort of. business. No 
Un is SO willing lo apologize as | when 
wrong, but | have never apologized in 
wy forty-six years for saying what I be- 
lieved was true. And,” he added, “the 
recorder told me he was a salaried man. 
That's all right, but he did not say «any: 
thing about that partner of his who hangs 
around and gets the droppings of kis court.” 
He scored the preachers in good shape at 
the windup. Many had stopped over to 
hear him on their way from conference 
at Talladega, and from presbytery at 
Mobile. The stage was filled with them. 
Mr. Jones stated that when he was an 
agngrant Loy he used to think’ God ap- 
m “ed the preachers. He had since 
learned that God appointed the “small 
potatoes,’ but the bishops appointed the 
big preachers. He said that when confer- 
ence sends a big preacher to a little, 
poor charge he soon learns that the climate 
does not agree with his family, or he gets 
consumption or something. He asks to be 
moved to town somewhere and if the bishop 
does not move him he finds that he has to 
quit preaching and go to practicing law 
or something else. 
“Do you preachers know what D.D. 
stands for?’ he asked. “It stands for 
doodle diggers That's what many of you 
are.”’ Mr. Jones said preachers blocked 
the way to heaven anyhow—they cut rates 
‘on each other. “ ‘You can join my church 
and dance,’ says one. ‘You can join mine 
and play ecards,’ says another. They are 
cutting rates to the kingdom of Ciod. 
Let me tell you about another church. 
Here's five or six wagons going down the 
road with fellows a ‘cussing’ and swearing 
in them. ‘All that fall out of ‘them’ wagons 
get in a wheelbarrow following behind. 
What church is that wheelbarrow? I didn’t 
say.” 
Sam Small Pleased. Them. 
Mr. Small’s. sermons here have 
greatly admired. He was the favorite of 
the three evangelists with the most ly 
telligent church people here.

Birmingham, Ala., November 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—There is a great deal of dissatisfac- 
tion—in fact, an enormous amount of 
kicking—here over the action of the ways 
and means committee in putting iron ore 
on the free list. The people of this dis- 
trict would have gracefully yielded to hav- 
ing the tariff removed from coal, but they 
claim that removing the tariff from iron 
ore is not only a discrimination, but abso- 
lute imposition. 

The only thing the people of this district 
ein dv now is to earry their fight to 
the floor of the house, and this they will 

-do. The congressmen from the mineral 
region of Alabama, Messrs. Bankhead 
and Turpin, state frankly that they do not 
believe anything can be accomplished there, 
but the Commercial Club and the people of 
this districi to tight the battle 
to afinish. The press reports from Wash- 
ington state that the solid Alabama del- 
egation, both in the house and in the sen- 
ate, will! the new ‘bill containing 
this tariff provision, but it is safe to say 
they will not do so. A petition will be 
presented to them signed by several hun- 
dred thousand white voters of the state, the 
‘signers not being confined to this district, 
but from the black belt and from all over 
Alabama, asking that the tariff on iron 
ore bd@ left unchanged. It is believed 
that the solid delegation from Alabama 
will press the new bill when they learn the 
wishes of their constituents.

FOUR IMPORTANT STEPS. 


Jeffersonians Are in Earnest About Moving 
the Capital to Birminghan.. 

Birmingham Ala., November 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)—In conversation with a leader of 
‘that party today a representative of The 
Constitution learned of four things that 
the Jeffersonians proposed to do if they 
secure a majority 2 the next Jegislature. 
The first bill intréduced will be one to 
withdraw the appropriation made by the 
state to the Alabama state troops and 
apply the amount of the annual appropri- 
ation to the publi¢ school fund. The Jef- 
fersonians say they do not object to the 
military, but it is not right for the coun- 
try fellows to pay taxes to enable the 
dude soldiers to go into camp every year, 
have a good time and spend $15,000, while 
the children of these same countrymen 
are growing up in ignorance. 

Another proposition of the Jeffersonians 
that is practically written in the platform 
is to bring the capital of the state to 
Birmingham. They say they can well af- 
ford to throw away the old building and 
the little square it sits on when they can 
get three times as valuable a piece of 
ground given them here and other induce- 
ments besides, 

The Jeffersonian further stated that if 
Kold and dis crowd are elected a free sil- 
ver, free ballot and fair count daily paper 
will be started here. The speaker intima- 
ted that it would be a populist organ and 
said arrangements had already been made

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ORGAN\Z.NG THEI& FORCES. 
Jeffersonians and Populiste A re Going Over 
the State rhoroughly. 

Birmingham, Ala., November 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The populists ami Jeffersonian 
democrats of Alabama, acting through their 
evangelist. J. ©. Manning. are organizing 
themselves thoroughly throughout the state. 
Mr. Manning is establishing what he 
ealls the Alabama Reform League. A 
league will be organized to begin with 
in every beat in the state. The chairmen 
of the beat leagues will constitute the 
county leagues and the chairmen of the 
county leagues will eonstitute the state 
league. The headquarters will be in Birm- 
ingham. Everybody, no wmwatter what his 
politics, if he is in favor of free silver 
and fair elections, is eligible to membership. 
The lodge dues are 10 cents per month, 
The funds thus secured will be used in 
meeting the expenses of the o‘fice here, 
in procuring free silver lit‘rature and 
in securing able lecturers to instruct the 
people on free silver ard good govern- 
ment. 

The work of organizing has already com- 
menced and the tate will be entirely 
covered b¥ December 20th. Organization 
has already been effected in Cleburne coun- 
ty and within a week Fayette, Blount, 
J&ckson, Madison, Macon and Cullman 
Mr. Manning is doing 
most of the work himself. He has half 
a carload of free silver literature, which 
he distributes as he goes. He feels very 
sure that the league will be a go, and says 
he expects to get a great many organized 
democrats as members. 
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GULONEL OATES’S PLATFORM. 
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He Will Run on Mr. Cleveland's Friendship 
to Silver. 

Birmingham, Ala., November 24.—(Spe- 
clal.)—Congressman Oates, of the third 
district, Was in this city for several hours 
today en route to Seottsboro, Ala., where 
he speaks tomorrow. He says he is will- 
ing to accept the democratic nomi- 
nation for the governorship if the peopie 
want him. He says he sincerely desires a 
fa.r election and wil countensnce no 
other. He says he will run on the Grover 
Cleveland platform because they agree on 
most things and because he believes in par- 
ty unannnity. “Grover Cleveland,” he said,

One of His Congregation He Presumes Did 
Not Know the Meaning of a Word 
and Created a Scene.

THE VIRGINIA METHODISTS’ THIRD DAY. 


They Recommend That Children Be Sent to 
Schools Under Care of the Church. 

Danville, Vai. November 24.-—-The third 
day's session of the Virginia annual con- 
ference epened bright, cold and crisp and 
the members, heeding the bishop's mild, re- 
buke of yesterday, were in their places 
earlier, the attendance at the opening be- 
ing much larger than heretofore. 

Rev. H. P. Mitehell was made chair- 
man of the committee on conference re- 
lations. Rev. Richard H. Bennett, of 
Richmond, was, on application, re-admitted 
to the conference. The sum of $1,130, 
the amount due the superannuated fund 
from the ppblishing house was paid by 
check this morning. 

An appeal from Mrs. Nathan Scarrett, 
veneral secretary of the Woman's Parson- 
age and Home Society of the general con- 
ference, was read and referred. The pa- 
per tells of the work the society is doing 
aud makes a special appeal for aid in rajs- 
ing $10,000 to relieve the Las Vegas sem- 
inary, in New Mexico, of debt. A very in- 
teresting pauper was also read from the 
Woman’s Missionary Society of the Vir- 
ginia cogference, which caused discus- 
sion and was referred to a special com- 
mittee for immediate consieration. Their 
part of the colportage board shows that 
€7.875 worth of Bibles and other church 
literature was sold and given away this 
vear: that 40,000 pages of church tracts 
were circulated; that 597 Sunday school 
libraries were aided; that the board has 
S42 patrons and is cut of debt. 

The application af John Hunter, of 
Norfork, for admission on trial as a preach- 
er of the first year, which application was 
withdrawn yesterday, was renewed, pre- 
vious to which the conference, by a decided 
vote. tabled a resolution that such appli- 
cations be hereafter considered in secret 
session. The discussion on Hunter's case 
was lengthy and very animated, developing 
the fact that the. rule of the church is 
to receive young men for the ministry with 
great care and caution. It was first, al- 
leged that the applicant had been a lit- 
tlealax in meeting a certain financial ob- 
ligation. After this has been cleared away, 
the discussion turned upon his mental! 
capacity, discretion and judgment. The 
upplication was finally turned down, but 
presiding elders were authorized to give 
him employment as a local preacher or 
exhorter. 

Memorials to the general conference on 
yarious subjects were read and referred, 
one asking that a law be made providing 
for consideration and discussion of appli- 
cations for admission into the itinerancy 
by a committee in secret instead of in 
apen conference was brought out by the 
discussions of yesterday and today.

A DESERTED CAPITAL 


Half a Centory Ago St. Stephens Was a 
Town of Prominence. 


IT WAS ALSO A WICKED PLACE. 
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Men Boasted That Ministers Never En- 
tered Its Gates—To That Iis Down- 
jall Has Been Attributed. 
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Birmingham, Ala., November 24.—(5pe- 
cial.)—Long years ago, when our grand- 
fathers were babies, the capital of Alaba- 
ma wes the beautiful little city 
of St. Stevens. It was the first capital of 
the state, and each year there assembled 
ihere the men who started the good old 
ship of state so safely on her journey. 
But not alone did these old worthies go 
there to make laws. Like the statesinap 
of this day and time, they mixed consider- 
able frolic with their labors. Most of them 
were rich and lived in opulence in their 
lovely country homes. When they went to 
the capital, therefore, they proceeded to 
get out of town life all there was in it. 
In consequence old St. Stevens was a fast 
and godless place. The biggest gamblers 
in the state collected there and tleeced the 
rich and unsephistocated planters and law- 
makers, 

It is related that it was an unwritten 
law that no preacher should invade the 
precincts of St. Stevens. One day a Bap- 
tist minister reached there and proposed to 
preach. He was unceremoniously seized, 
put in a skiff and rowed across the river, 
where he was lett with the = in- 
junction that if returned he 
would be tarred feathered. 
Tradition says the man up- 
lifted his hands and, im honest-indignation, 
prophesied the decay, and ultimate abandon- 
ment of St. Stevens. : His phophecy was 
fultilled, for nothing now remains of old 
St. Stevens except some rock foundations, 
some marble columns, some gravelstones 
and some memories. Fifty years ago the 
town Was abandoned, the capital was 
moved to Tuskaloosa, the center of the 
state, and the present St. Stevens, the 
county seat of Washington county, was 
built upon the river. 

A visit to the site of the first capital of 

Alabama is full of interest. As you ap- 
proach it vou discover the ruins of once 
handsome dwellings. The stone founda- 
tions show that they were mussive and in- 
dicate that they were built with no regard 
for economy. 
_ Coming to the town proper, one can eas- 
ily trace the streets and thoronehfares. 
They Were cGarefully surveved and Haid 
off, and many of them were paved with 
stone, Near the center of the old capital 
city are found the remains of the old state 
bank and those of the leading hotel. About 
“ll that remains of the former institution 
is the stone vault, in which was kept the 
money of the state and of the rich legisla- 
tors. The cellar is about all that remains 
of the principal hostelrry, and from the 
bottom of this, massive oaks are now grow- 
ing. The cellar is laid in solid stone ma- 
sonry. but, some nfty years age, acoroas 
buried beneath the floor shot little “prigs 
up between the blocks of stone. and. as 
the twigs grew and strengthened into trees. 
the rocks were pushed aside to let them 
spread, 

Probably the place of most 

however, is the foundation 
first capitol. That it was a bindsome 
building for those times is evident from 
the masonry of the foundation. The build- 
Ing Was sinall. not beyig. if the foundation 
Is hot mislenidinw, eXeeodiiug lorty-five feet 
square, Just in front of it is one of the 
grandest old otks in the world, under 
Whose shade ‘lid our old rreat-grandfathers 
most probably sit, discuss affairs of state, 
swap negroes and play poker. 
; Phe boundaries of old St. Stevens would 
indicate au city of some 6,000 people, but 
it is Said that the population was never 
more than half that large. 

For St. Stevens. which is situated be 
low the dead old town near the Tombigbee 
river. Was built early in the present centu- 
ry. The old fort has crumbled away but 
the earthworks are clearly marked and the 
magazine is mtact. 

One of the most interesting things about 
the ruins of old St. Stevens is the ceme- 
tery. Probably not a spade nor hoe nor 
rake has touched its soil for more than 
half a century, and.yet, the choicest flowers 
and vines and trees grow there in rauk 
profusion. Cape myrtle, ivy and evergreen, 
honeysuckle, grape vine and wild rose mix 
up and embrace each other as no florist 
on earth could make them do. Handsome 
inarbile shafts shoot high up in the air, but 
each is covered with a matting of ivy. The 
names on the shafts are unknown to this 
generation, although many men of history 
are buried there in unmarked graves. The 
people of New St. Stevens are proud of 
their old relics and take pleasure in show- 
ing them to strangers. It is truly remarka- 
ble that so few men in Alabama have any 
knowledge of the first capital of the estate. 
Not one young business man in a score 
knows that the old town ever existed and 
that one is under the impression that it 
still lives in the present St. Stevens. None 
of our Poets have done it justice and our 
historians have touched on it very lehtly. 
Old St. Stevens deserves a good pince in 
Alabama history.

Will Stanley, a Negro, Has His Neck 
Broken at Zebulon. 


IT WAS A PRIVATE EXECUTION. 


Pike County’s First Legal Hanging in 
Half a Centery—The Victim 
Took It Quietly. 


Zcbulon. Ga., November 24.—(Special.)— 
Will Stanley, colored, was hanged here to- 
day for the murder of Martin Thomas, 
colored. This is the first legal hanging in 
the county of Pike within the last fifty 
years. The execution was private, being 
witnessed by ministers of the gospel, physi- 
cians and a few newspaper men, besides 
the sheriff and his posse. 

The crowd in town was small, numbering 
about five hundred people, who gathered in 
front of the jail, hoping to get a View of 
ote doomed man as he passed from the jail 
‘ the gaMows. In this they were disap- 
“pointed, for the prisoner was placed in 
a dose carriage at the jail door, and was 
driven to the screened gallows. He as- 
cended the platform with a firm step, and 
displayed great nerve during the prepara- 
tions for the last act. He made no state- 
ment, and at 12 o’clock Sheriff Gwyn pulled 
the trigger that dropped him into eternity. 
His neck was broken, and in precisely 
fifteen minutes he was pronounced dead by 
Drs. Head and Mallory. 

Killed His Victim While Praying. 

Stanley killed Thomas at a negro frolic 
one night last winter. Something was said 
abottt a game of cards, when Stanley re- 
marked to Thomas: “You won $1.50 from 
me, but it will be the last you will ever 
win.” Stanley then commanded Thomas 
t» kneel down and gay his “last prayer.” 
Thomas obeyed, and, while kneeling, 
Stanley shot him dead. Stanley refused to 
give up his pistol when asked to do so, 
saying he might have other enemies there. 
He made no effort to escape. He was <ar- 
rested the next morning, and plead in 
defepse that the killing was aceidental; 4 
that, while pointing the pistol at ‘Thomas, 
the same being self-acting, he pressed the 
trigger a little too hard, and fired the fatal 
shot. 

When informed last night by Rev. E. K. 
Akin, who had just returned from a Visit 
to the governor tn his behalf, that he must 
die today, Stanley received the information 
very calmly, and solemnly declared that he 
was innocent of murder and that he had 
the grace of God to sustain him, and 
hoped that his fate would be a warning to 
all violators of the law. 


COLLIDED WITH T 


THE NACOOCHEE. 
A British Steamer Is Slightly Damaged Near 
Savannah. 
Savanuah, Ga., November 24—The Brit- 
ish steamer Strathallon, for Liverpool, left 
the city today and when four miles below 
the city, the steamer Nacoochee, for New 
York, collided with her. The Nacoochee’s 
bow struck the Strathallon forward of the 
main rigging on the starboard side. Four 
of her steel plates were dented. The Na- 
coochee’s stem was slightly twisted by the 
collision, but she proceeded: to sea. The 
Strathallon returned to the city, where a 
survey was held upon her and it was found 
that she was not seriously damaged. She 
was struck just below the water line and 
will ‘be corked and allowed to proceed on 
to Ker destination. 


NEARING THE END. 


Hopes Entertained That Brunswick's Scourge 
. Is About Over, 

Rrunswick, Ga., November 24.—No new 
cases of yellow fever were r@ported today. 
One patient, Lucy Parsons, colored, suffered 
a relapse. Six patients were discharged, 
three of whom were whites—Mary Lancas- 
ter, Frank Reddick and Blank Hanson. 
The colored patiens discharged were: Mrs. 
Armstrong, Henry Sutton and Virginia 
Mitchell. 

‘Twenty-one patients are under treatment, 
seven whites and fourteen negroes. The 
ratio of mortality is 5.7. The weather has 
been most favorable and encouraging all 
day. The thermometer tonight at 7 o'clock 
registered 43 degrees. Strong hopes are 
entertained that the end is at hand.

HARRY BILL HAS GONE 


From the Warm Sunshine of the South 
to the Cold Winds of the North 


WHERE HE WILL LINGER AWHILE 


He Makes Bond and Walks Out o’ the 
Fulton County Jail-Drives to the 
Depot and Leaves the City. 


Harry Hill is out of jail. 

And this morning the gay debonair jail- 
bird is gliding over the prairies of the 
Buckeye state seeking a new home in the 
far off northwest. 

But whether or not that home will be a 
permanent one the future alone will tell. 

If Hill complies with the terms of his 
release, then Atlanta has not seen the last 
of him. 

Neither will the places which knew him 
once be allowed to forget him, if two of 
the most determined and now angry at- 
torneys of the city can find a way to have 
him brought back to Atlanta. 

And it now looks very much like they 
have a way. 

Hill was released on bond and the bond 
was signed by his aunt, Mrs. Casey. He 
left the city in open daylight, « short 
while after the noon hour, and yet he 
Was very near the Tennessee line before 
the fact became at all known in the city. 

From the jail, accompanied by Hon. B. 
H. Hill, his attorney, the prisoner rode to 
the union depot, a big trunk and new va- 
lise occupying the box with the driver. 
Harry Hill alighted, entered the depot, 
had his baggage checked, spoke to a few 
friends, boarded the train and pulled away 
from the city in which he has seen so 
much pleasure and so much of sorrow. 
In one of his pockets he carried a ticket 
made up of many coupons and leading 
many miles from Atlanta, while it is not 
known what he had in his other pockets. 
As he moved around the union depot be- 
fore the train left he spoke to several 
friends who came up to him, but to none 
of them did he reveal the point of his 
destination. 

Hill’s release, as has been stated, had 


been effected by means of a _ bond 
signed by his aunt, Mrs. Ida H. 
Casey, approved by the sheriff 


in accordance with an order signed by 
Judge Richard H. Clark, shortly after noon; 
but, already, steps have been taken to bring 
him back to the city and have him replaced 
in jail, there to stay and to await a trial 
on other charges which will be brought at 
the proper time. 

The efforts that were made late yesterday 
ufternoon to intercept Hill by telegrams, 
asking for bis arrest, were surprises to his 
friends and to those not acquainted with 
all the facts in the case. It is well known 
that as far as the eleven imdictments are 
concerned Harry Hill cannot be touched 
until the expiration of that bond, which 
requires bis appearance at this term of the 
superior court. He could be brought back 
neither by the attorneys for the Wmpire 
State bank, who merely desire him as a 
witness. But there are other interests, 
which have been quiet®{y awaiting the out- 
come @ the trial for forgery, ready to 
abide by the verdict of the court as to 
the validity of the notes. It is these in- 
terests that are now thoroughly aroused, 
and have determined that justice must be 
done them. . 

A Pctition Presented to Judge Clark. 

The recital of the manner in which Harry 
Hill was taken from the jail, starting with 
the filing of the petition with Judge Clark, 
is full of interest. ‘he attorneys acting 

for Harry Hil! were Mr. Ben Hill and 
Colonel Trnney Rucker. An qeffort to get 
bond for Hil was made last week, but 
Judge Clark did n6t seem to agree with 
the petitioner, Later he said that he would 
take the neatter under his close considera- 
tion. Yesterday Messrs. B. H. Hill and 
T. W. Rucker decided to move in the mat- 
ter, and the result was the following peti- 
tion, Which was presented to Judge Clark: 

To the ton. Richard H. Clark, Judge of 
Superior Court, Presid ng in Fulton County: 
The petition of Harry Hill shows that he is 
now confined in the jail of Fulton county un 
der eleven indictments for the offense of for 
gery: that he has been confined for about six 
months, except a short time when he was re 
leased by your honor on bond. Petition shows 
that when he was released by your hovor on 
sa.d bond, he went to Beech Isand, S. C. 
to the home of a relative, where he remained 
until he heard thet other warrants Were is. 
suc against him for the offense of forgery 
and that he thereupon came at once to Atlan 
ta and surrendered to the sheriff, and has 
been .u jail s'nee. Your petitioner shows that 
the long confinement has tmpatred his heolth 
and unless he is released (on copy in sheriff's 
book the remainder of the Lune was oinbited). 

Your petitioner prays that he may be per. 
mitted to give bond for his appeartince at 
the present or next term of said court te 
stund his trial on the above ind.ctments, and

Petitioner's Attorneys. 
Judge Clark's Order Was Favorable to Hill, 


for their client, and dwelt upon the tact 
that Hill had surrendered himself when 
he had heard that he was wanted. 
present condition, which they claimed was 
that of a sick man, would be made worse 
if he was kept in jail under the present 
surrounding circumstances. They stated 
that they desired a reasonable bond and 
would be able to furfish one that would 
prove satisfactory to the sheriff. Upon 
this showing Judge Clark then signed an 
order directing that Harry Hill should be 
allowed to give a bond that would aggre- 
gate $6,400, which would be SGUO in the 
instance of every indictment. It was ex- 
-pressly set forth that the bond was good 
if the sheriff approved of it. 

This is the copy that was transferred to 
the sheriff's book: 

On reading tie above petition it is ordered 
that the defendant, Harry Hill, be released on 
a bond aggregating six thousand and six bun. 
dred dollars to be approved by the sheriff, 
be'ng six hundred dollars in each one of the 
eleven indictments pending against him. said 
amount being given in each ease. The terms 
aad conditions of said bonds to be the same us 
in the bonds granted in the case heretofore 
and al] cf said bonds conditioned upon bis 
appearance to attend the present term 
sa.d court or from term to term.

How Hill Was Informed of It. 

A bond was quickly made by the attor- 
neys and was as quickly signed by Mrs. 
Ida H. Casey, Harry Hill’s aunt. The bond 
was then approved by Deputy Sheriff 
Blount, Sheriff Barnes not being in the 
oflice at the time. 

The form of the bond was as foliows 
-this being a copy of the original:

Mr. Ben Hill then went immediately to 
jail armed with the authority necessary 
to bring Harry Hill out a free man. He 
informed Hill of the good luck that had 
befallen him and immediately telephoned 
to 215 for a closed cab. 

The cab was not slow in reaching the 
jail and by the time Harry Hill had packed 
up his trunk and valise and told his friends 
at the jail goodby everything was ready. 
it was apparent that arrangements for a 
hasty departure had been made. The trunk 
and valise were placed on the front end 
of the cab and Hill and his attorney got 
inside. ‘The drive to the depot was a 
slow one, as the train was scheduled to 
leave at 2:10 o'clock. 

At the union depot Hill got out of the 
cab, a ticket was handed to him and he 
went to the little platform in front of the 
ticket office and inquired for his train. 
He was noticed by several persons who 
thought that they saw a remarkable re- 
senrblence in bim to the gay, dashing, hand- 
some Harry Hill of six menths ago. 
But to these people he paid no attention. 
His mind was apparently bent on leaving 
the city. His train was pointed out to 
him and he quickly seated himself in a 
comfortable coach, where for a few min- 
utes he was in close conversation with his 
attorney. 

It is certain that Hill's route went 
through Chattanooga, but where he will 
go from -there is known only by himself, 
his attorneys and his closest friends. 

As the train pulled out and was crossing 
one of the main streets a lady, who is 
acquainted with Harry Hill, caught «a 
glimpse of his face and leaned forward 
to get a closer look at him, but he hastily 
drew down the curtain and the train 
rolled on. 

The Interest Created. 


Harry Hill was near the state line, as 
has been stated, when it became known 
that he had been released from the county 
jail. 

But when the story once got out it did 
not tuke it long to go far. 

Probably Atlanta has never had a story 
of a criminal character in which the in- 
terest Was more universal and general than 
the story Which surrounds Marry fill. Every 
phase of the case has been closely and 
eagerly watched by the people afl over the 
city; in fact, all over the state, and every- 
thing about the prisoner and his case jas 
been of the inmost absorbing character. 

So, when it became known that be was 
gohe yesterday aflernvon, the interest mani- 
fested was only what unght have been 
expected. 

Those who were interested in getting 
Harry away worked with the greatest 
caution, aud the success with which they 
met was complete. It was the quietest 
work imaginable the attorneys did when 
they went baore Judge Clark with the 
petition for tHill’s release on bond. So 
quiet, intact. was it that the petition was 
presented and granted before any one had 
any idea that an attempt was being made 
to secure his release. ‘That the attorneys 
were abundantly cautious in maintaining 
complete silence is shown by the fact that 
the order allowing Hf! to make bond was 
carried into effect and the bond was made 
and the prisoner was out before any one 
but those absolutely necessary to the trans- 
action knew anything of it. 

But when it did become known, it made 
quite a howl among some of those interest- 
ed, and telegrams were at once sent. to 
points through which Hill was booked to 
pass asking bis arrest. 

Two attorneys in the case were especially 
taken down by the release of the prisoner, 
and*they are now determined to bring him 
back if it is possible to do so. They both 
knew that they can do nothing, as far as 
the eleven warrants Which caused Hill's 
arrest are concerned, but they hope to 
secure his return on a charge which has 
not vet been made public. 

After all of the papers necessary to Hill's 
release had been perfected. Mr. B. H. Hill 
went to the jail and, as has been stated,

But, at the same time, the jailer 
tried to induce the party not to reveal the 
fact that Hill was out. 

“For,” said he, “I promised not to tell 
any one about it, and if you repeat it they 
will think that I told it.” 

That Harry Hill can be brought back to 
Atlanta, there is no doubt.

ATKINSON IS IN. 


Te oeaallnaliianaeienntienesemnemememenetinen 


The Gubernatorial Race Begins to As- 
sume Denflite Shape. 


EVANS AND ATKINSON THE ENTRIES 


To Date, While Clay May or May Not Run. 
Gossip About the Situation as 
It Appears Today. 


There seems to be doubt that Hon. W. Y. 
Atkinson, speaker of the house, is squarey 
in the race for governor. 

It has been understood for the past few 
weeks that Mr. Atkinson would be a can- 
didate. His name has been frequently men- 
tioned, and in conversation he has not 
only avoided any statement that would 
count him out as a probable factor in the 
race for the nomination, but he has given 
every intimation that he might be looked 
upon as one of the possible recipients of 
the gubernatorial lightning. 

However, the question has now passed 
the bounds of intimation. Mr. Atkinson 
no longer imtimates—he asserts. Several of 
his close friends in the house, and some from 
his section of the state, have conferred 
about the matter among themselves, and 
they are practically agreed that Mr. At- 
kinson, from this time henceforth, can be 
numbered among the candidates for the 
democratic gubernatorial nomination. 

It is said that Mr. Atkinson’s announce- 
ment will be formaKy made before long. 

Among the members of the house it is 
generally conceded that Mr. Atkinson is 
in the race. One of them, in speaking of 
the matter, said yesterday: 

“Yes, it may be definitely stated that Mr. 
Atkinson is in the race. I know this be- 
cause I have talked with him, and, while 
he bas not made any formal announcement, 
he has taken the measure of the guberna- 
torial foot, and a formal statement from 
him that he may be looked upon as a ¢an- 
didate may not be surprising at any time. 
He has conferred from day to day with 
muny of his friends in the legislature from 
all parts of the state, and to each and 
every one of them he has practically ex- 
pressed his determination to make the 
race,” 

Thus the campaign for governor seems to 
be taking substantial shape, and it may 
be stated with @very assurance of correct- 
ness that there are at least two positive 
and avowed candidates now in the field— 
General Clement A. Evans and Hon, W. 
Y. Atkinsan, 

The name of Hon. A. 8, Clay, president 
of the senate, has been frequently mention- 
ed in this connection, but Mr. Clay’s home 
paper, The Marietta Journal, is direct au- 
thority for the statement that Mr. Clay 
has never been a candidate. Whether or, 
not Mr. Clay decides to enter the race re- 
mains to be seen. If he does, it will be a 
three-cornered race, and if he dves not, 
the fight will probably be to a finish be- 
tween General Evans and Mr. Atkinson, 
though a well-defined rumor has it that Mr. 
Blount may yet come in to be pushed for 
the place as the administration candidate. 
It is known that Senator Gordon and 
other influences close to him have an- 
nounced that they would support Blount 
if he is in the race. 

Hence, it may be a quartet race after 
all.

The L, & N.’s Movements. 

Much interest still centers in the rumored 
movements of the Louisville and Nashville 
with reference to certain aileged deas in 
Georgia aud Alabama. 

The folowing telegram published in the rail- 
road columns of The St., Louis Republic from 
Louisville, about the rumors at that end of the 
jine is readable from a local standpoint: 

“It is reported here that the Louisville and 
Nashy.lle and the Central railroad of Georgia 
have arranged to divide their holdings. ‘The 
report can’t be verified in Louisville, as Pres- 
ident Smith and First Viee President Kuo:t 
are both out of the city and the residevt direc- 
tors profess ignorance of the plan. 

“The report is that on December 1st the Cen- 
tral of Georgia wil: reiease in favor of the 
Louisville and Nashville {is haif of the joint 
lease of the Georgia railroad, for which the 
Central and the Louisville and Nashville now 
pay $300,000 each per annum. In returo for 
this the Louisvilic and Nashville is to surren- 
der to the Central of Georgia its lease of the 
Western Railway of A:abama, running from 
Selma to Atlanta. The finance committee of 
the Louisville and Nashville and one or two 
directors are now making an inspection of the 
Port Roya} and Augusta, with a view to the 
purchase. or control from the Central of Geor- 
gin. If this is done the Louisvitle and: Naat- 
vile will have a direct line from St. Louts, 
(ocinnati and Louisville to Port Royal, the 
deepest harbor on the eastern seaboard, the 
aoe being through Nashvil-e, Chattanooga, 
Atlanta and Augusta. This would enable the 
Louisvitie and Nashvitle to practica-ly control 
export business from St. Louis and the west.”

A Smaller Decrease. 

During the second week in November the 
Touisville and Nashvicle’s earnings suffered a 
decrease of only $24,720. For the «wo weeks 
in November the decrease was $107,050. From 
July ist to November 14th the earnings de-

DOING YEOMAN SERVICE FOR THE STATE 


A Number of Senateand House Bills Come 
to Grief—The Day inthe General 
Asseomb)ly—Gossip.

The senate joint resolution providing for 
an investigation of the depository system 
and of how the money is distributed; of the 
school fund and other matters concern- 
ing the treasury, and whose duty it is to 
report any recommendations they may see 
Git, was unanimously adopted by the house 
yesterday. ' 

It Was called up by Mr. Fleming, who said 
that justice to the treasurer demanded that 
..fbis matter should be acted upon at once. 
‘and that the committee provided for shou'd 

be appuinted, and should proceed with its 
~ work as goon as possible. ‘ 

In this connection, a telegram received 
by Mr. Fleming, chairman of the finance 
conmnittee, was read. The telegram was 
from Colonel G. Gunby Jordan, and was 
exactly ike one which was sent to Senator 
Corput, chairman of the finance committee 
dl the senate. The telegram was as fol- 

8: 

‘Columbus, Ga., November 24.—The Third 
Nationa! bank, of which I an president, ts a 
state depository, estalished by law. ‘The 
state’s funds are legally in its charge and are 
subject to draft of the treasurer. From the 
tenor of pub:le telegrams, 1 presume efther 
the iegaibty of the deposits or safety of the 
funds is questioned.

Depositories Discussed. 
The discussion over this depository mat- 


’ 
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ter had died out in a great measure yes- 
terday. After a study of the law creating | 
depositories, the members seemed incliped 
io believe that there is nothing that ean in 
any way reflect on the treasurer in the way 
they have been operated. Tie fact is that 
in keeping the money in the depositories 
rather than calling it inta the central 
treasury, the treasurer has been carrying 
out the exact letter and spirit of the de- 
pository law. 

That there should be a change in this law 
is agreed upon; but just what that change 
is it is bard to say. If the money pow 
kept in the depositorics in excess of the 
boad given by the banks is called ‘n, it 
will mean a congestiou of a great deal of 
money in the treasury here and will defeat 
the very object of the depository law, - 
Everybody is agreed thet the banks should 
sive a bond equal to the amount they have 
in hand, and yet to increase the bond ull 
around will be a hardship to the smaller 
depositories. It is difticuir to see how the 
bond of one bank can be increased while 
anether is not. The constitution of the 
state provides that laws of a seneral nature 
shall have uniform operation. The law pro-° 
viding for the depositories and fixing the 
umount of bonds is certainly « cenerai law. 

The discussion of this question is sure 
to be productive of good to the state. I: is 
unfortunate, however, that the idea should 
have gone forth thaa there has been any- 
hing Wrong iv the operation of these depos- 
“Tories and their relationship to the Ureasu- 
ry and the state. 

‘In the discussion over the Inatter the gen-

The special order in the house was Mr. 
Mershon’s bill creating a state board of 
health. 

After the bill had been read Mr. Osborne 
submitted his substitute. The substitute pro- 
vides that the governor shall appeint five 
citizens who shall be experis in sanitary 
science, and who, with the health ofti- 
veers of Savannah and Brunswick, shoil 
consiitute a state board of health, the gov- 
ernor being ex-officio president. This 


provides that the board shall, under the 


direction of the governor, co-operate with 
county and muiicipal boards

aid the 
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of health in the execution of the rules and 
regulations of such boards, supplementing 
the rules and regulations wherever neces- 
sary, the object of the work being, of 

course, ta prevent the introduction or 

spreading of infectious or contagious dis- 
evses. In case the county and municipal 
boards shall fail to enforce the rules of - 
the state board, the governor shall see 

that these rules are enforced. The state 
board of health, with the consent of the 
governor, shall have authority to eall on 
the United States government for such 

aid as the’ necessities arising from an 

epidemic may require. The governor is 

viven the authority to do whatever he 

decins necessary to prevent the introdue- 
lion of contagious or infectious diseases 

and their spread. Members of the state 
board are to be allowed $6 a day and 

actual railroad expenses While in season. 
The governor is ordered to draw his or- 
der on the treasurer for this money and 
meet any and all other expenses incurred 
in the work of the board, not to exceed 
$25,000 in any one year. 

Judge Mershon’s Strong Speech. 


Judge Mershon made a strong specch. 
He paid a beautiful tribute to Brunswick, 
spoke of her terrible afflictions and of the 
grave necessities which stare the people of 
Georgia in the face—the necessity for pro- 
viding some means to prevent a repeti- 
tion of this terrible scourge. In the course 
of his argument he said that in his opinion 
there would not be expended under his 
bill as much as $10,000 a year. He saw 
no reason for any heavy expenditure, but, 
of course, property might have to be de- 
stroyed and if it was the only possible way 
to meet the expense is for the state to 
meet ‘it. Judge Mershon pictured the 
treatment of the refugees at the govern- 
ment detention camps. He spoke of the 
treatment as being horrible, ant begged 
that Georgia take this matter in her own 
hands. j 

In the course of his speech Judge Mer- 
shon wus several times interrupted by 
members from Chatham, all of whom 
seemed to favor the bill of Mr. Osborne. 
The difference between these two bills is 
that the Mershon bill provides for the state 
taking charee of all quarantine matters, 
while the Osborne bill is intended to menn 
that the national government xhall have 
practical charge. In response to a ques- 
tion, Judge Mershon stated absolutely that 
the yellow fever was brought into Bruns- 
wick by the quarantine officer sent there 
by the national government. 

Before the judge had finished his speech, 
which was listened to with great interest, 
the hour for consideration of local bills 
arrived, and, under the rules, the bill 
went over to another day. The provisions 
of the bill have been given in full in The 
Constitution. It has many supporters 
and will probably pass. 

Captain Kill and the Shad. 


Captain Bill Smith. of Gwinnett, got an- 
other speech on his favorite theme, the shad 
industry, yesterday morning. 

The captain was unusuaily eloquent in 
his advocacy of the resolution which he sub- 
mitted, and it was some time before his 
fellow members were able to learn the 
cause of that display. Later on it develop- 
ed that the captain had good cause for 
showing off all his oratorical powers, as 
Mrs. Smith was one of the visitors in the 
gallery all the time. 

The captain's resolution provided that the 
governor appoint two citizens to act with 
the committee already appointed, these to 
constitute a commission to hear evidence 
as to how the shad shall get over the dam 
and, if necessary, order the dam repaired 
or removed or fishways constructed. The 
governor is to pay the expenses of the com- 
mittee and a per diem to the members. If 
they decide that the present means is not 
sufficient to allow the fish to get above the. 
dam, then the attorney general wid be 
called on to aid in seeing that the law bear- 
ing on this subject is carried out.

Lewis is from Portsmouth, Va., and is a 
mulatto. He played with the Amberst 
team for three years as center-rush and 
captain before going to the Harvard law 
school.
